Twelve Year Old Refugee 
Boy Tells of Plane Crash 


Oslo, Norway, Nov. 23—(AP)—A 12-year-old Jewish refugee boy 


woke this morning from a good night's sleep—his first since he sur- 
vived the nightmarish plane crash Sunday in which 34 persons died. 


Little Isaac Allal, one of 28 north African Jewish children flying 


to a Norwegian rest camp, was the only survivor. 


Isaac's whimpers led two sear- 


chers yesterday to the forest-hid- 
rien wreckage where he had lain 
trapped among debris and bodies 
for two cold nights and a day. 
Two brothers and a sister died in 
the crash. 


Isaac doesn't know yet that an- 


other brother is dfad at home in 
far-off Tunis. That brother, a 17- 
year-old, Ml dead when he'learn- 
ed of the tragedy in Norway. 


The 
Dutch 
chartered 
plane 


crashed in the forest 30 miles 
southwest of Oslo Sunday night 
as it neared the end of a flight 
from Tunis, in North Africa. Be- 
sides the 28 refugee children, the 
plane carried a crew of four and 
three nurses.

New York, Nov. 23—(AP)—The nation's most heavily populated 


area is facing the severest drought in years. 


Water rationing is being considered in parts of the metropolitan 


region where more than 10,000 people live. 


And public officials warn that unless consumption drops, some 


people will get no water at times. 


Many reservoirs are down as 


much as 40 per cent. 


Unusually light rainfall and a 


heavy increase in the use of water 
during recent years have combined 
to cause the shortage. Not only 
has the population of the New 
York area increased but many in- 
dustries are using more water 
than ever before. 


New York's commissioner o: 


water supply, gas and electricity 
Stephen J. Carney, said the public 
must begin at once to use less 
water if lowering of water pres- 
sure throughout the city is to be 
avoided.

at all during morning and evening 
periods of peak consumption.

Exposing a Cold in Public 
Put Other People 011 Spot

Some people who complain most 


bitterly about colds and similar 
infections are, themselves, among 
the worst offenders when it comes 
to spreading germs around. This 
thoughtlessness consists in unnec- 
essary attendance at public places, 
like the movie, when in the middle 
of a bad cold. Sneezing and cough- 
ing all over the place exposes 
everyone nearby to millions of 
germs. 


Especially to be condemned is 


the dangerous and filthy habit of 
promiscuous spitting. The health 
hazard of spitting is recognized by 
municipal governments and health 
authorities. Spitting m street cars, 
elevated trains and similar public 
places is generally prohibited by 
ordinance and violation is subject 
to fine. 
SPITTING SPREADS GERMS 


Spit contains millions of germs. 


A person who steps on the place 
•where someone else has just spit 
carries the germs m the office, the 
home, or whrrever he is going The 
germs are not killed when the 
spit dries. Indeed, after drying 
the germs can be picked up by the 
air and breathed into the nose, 
throat or lungs particularly easy. 
This is one way disease germs are 
carried from one person to an- 
other. 


The habit of promiscouous spit- 


ting is certainly not beautiful. It 
i« also an actual health hazard and 
teems to bt getting went. A mar* 


strict enforcement of city ordi- 
nances and a campaign of educa- 
tion agaist spitting would cer 
tamly cut down some of the colds 
and other infections which are 
spread in this way. 


Cleansing tissue or a handker 


chief could and should be usec 
when necessary. Spitting ought to 
be completely avoided in public 
places.

All Your Melds

America's Card Authority 


John R. Crawford of Philadel- 


phia has long been rated as one of 
the greatest bridge players in the 
United States: Now he is also rec- 
ognized as the outstanding Canas- 
ta player. 


Very often in our discussions 


he says, "We must stop them from 
putting down too many melds." 
The more melds you put down 
when you pick up the pack, the 
quicker the opponents will freeze 
the deck on you. They must do 
this as a defensive measure. There- 
fore, your defense against their 
freezing the pack is to keep as 
many pairs in your hand as pos- 
sible, even though you have to 
sacrifice putting down some melds. 


Here is another very good point 


that Crawford brought up in this 
discussion. You pick up a pack in 
which there are 5 four-spots. The 
beginner may 
say to himself, 


"Everybody knows I have 5 fours, 
so I might as well meld them." 


'rawford says, No—meld only 3 


of them. Keep the other 2 in your 
hand. Then if the opponent freezes 
Lhe pack, he will not have a safe 
discard with a four-spot because 
you will still have 2 fours in your 
land. 


Mr. Crawford's other point on 


the play today deals with discard- 
ing. Let us say that the opponents 
need 120 points for an initial meld. 
Your partner has 11 or 12 cards 
n his hand. Your side has several 
melds down on the table, includ- 
ng a canasta. Your hand consists 
of an ace, a queen and 2 wild 
ards. The queen is playable on 
one of your melds; therefore, you 
can go out. Should you go out 
without asking your partner's per- 
mission ? 


Mr. Crawford says you should 


ask your partner for permission to 
go out. If he says no, you are con- 
fronted with a problem in dis- 
carding. Should you throw the 
ace? No—this may be just the 
card the opponents need to com- 
plete their initial meld of 120 
points. Should you freeze the pack 
by discarding a wild card? Again 
the answer is no. Both of the op- 
ponents have all their original 
cards, since they have not melded 
at all. If you freeze the pack, you 
freeze it for your partner and 
yourself only, because it is already 
frozen for the opponents. 


You should discard the queen. 


As your side has already melded 
some queens, there is less likeli- 
hood that the opponent can take 
the pack with queens. It is true 
that if you dicarded the ace, you 
would keep yourself in an out posi- 
tion, but it is not always impor- 
tant to stay in an out position. 


When you discard the queen, 


your partner will make whatever 
melds he wants to make. He will 
probably realize that you have a 
wild card or two in order to go 
out. At your next turn then, you 
may be able to complete one or 
two canastas, and you may draw 
a playtr or Another ace, in which

The Ger- 
mans built it to produce synthetic 
gasoline at any price. After the 
war, equipment for the production 
of subsidiary petroleum products 
had to be installed at great cost.

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Oldtime Spies Had Glamor, 
But Modern Have 
Efficiency 


Dixon, Illinois, Wednesday, November 23,1949 


Washington — (AP) — Amer- 


ica's old-time »pies seem pictur- 
esque in retrospect. They had none 
of the large-scale organization and 
efficiency of our modern espion- 
age system, the Central Intelli- 
gence agency. They worked only in 
wartime; that helped give them 
glamor. 


Spying was largely a one-man 


or one-woman operation. The na- 
tional favorite is young Nathan 
Hale, the Connecticut school teach- 
er and Yaleman who became a 
captain in George Washington's 
army. He crossed into the British 
lines in the disguise of a Dutch 
school teacher to obtain military 
information. He was captured and 
hanged the next day. 


Immortal Quote 


"I only regret that I have but 


one life to lose for may country," 
the patriot is reported to have said 
before the noose tightened. Per- 
haps the young scholar was recall- 
ing a line from Joseph Addison's 
play "Cato" — "What pity is it 
that we can die but once to save 
our country." 


Another brave but less well- 


known spy for Gen. Washington 
was Col Barton. He and a few sol- 
diers disguised as non-combatants 
penetrated the British lines and 
captured Brigadier Prescott. They 
brought Prescott back to Washing- 
ton, who held him as a prisoner for 
some time. 


Then there was Pvt. Charles 


Morgan, who spied on Cornwall's 
army as an agent of Gen. Lafay- 
ette. 


Mata Hari 


Two women became famous as 


spies on opposite sides in the Civil 
War, the Union's Emma Edmonds 
and the Confederacy's Belle Boyd, 
who saved 
Stonewall Jackson's 


army by giving him timely infor- 
mation. 


Allen Pinkerton and his famous 


detectives ran an extensive spy 
system for the Union army. Pink- 
erton and his men became famous 
when they foiled a plot to assassin- 
ate President 
Lincoln in 1861. 


Pinkerton after the war maintain- 
ed a private detective agency. But 
out of his wartime organization 
grew the U.S. Secret Service. 


Thomas Beach, an Englishman 


who fought on the Union side in 
the Civil War, spied for the British 
in this country in the 1860s and 
1870s. His job was to keep Britain 
informed of activities of Irish agi- 
tators on this side of the Atlantic, 
who at one time tried to invade 
Canada. 
With the alias of Maj. 


Henri le Caron, 
Beach joined 


Irish-American 
societies, 
earned 


the confidence of fellow members 
and then betrayed their plans to 
his employers. Beach's type of 
work leaves a bad taste in the 
mouth of historians who admire 
most wartime spies. 


Service 'Rep' 


The Secret Service earned quite 


a reputation as spy hunters dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War, 
breaking up one notable Spanish 
spy ring in this country. The or- 
ganization also had charge of anti- 
sabotage and anti-espionage work 
in the first World War. But since 
then it has had little to do with 
such activities. The Secret Serv- 
ice is normally charged with 
guarding the President and enforc- 
ing certain laws concerning the 
U.S. Treasury, like catching coun- 
terfeiters. 


The Federal Bureau of Investi- 


gation had charge of counter-es- 
pionage and anti-sabotage work in 
the last war. It also extended its 
counter-espionage and intelligence 
work to Latin America for the 


duration of the war. The espionage 
work in the last war was done by 
the armed forces and Office of 
Strategic Services (OSS). Many 
hair-raising tales came out of post- 
war publications of OSS. 


Spying is as old as history. You 


read about it in the Bible. The 
English are said to have created 
their intelligence system 
about 


1330. Edward III established it so 
he could learn about continental 
intrigues. He was interested in 
promoting his little kingdom's for- 
eign trade, and he found he need- 
ed to know what was being plan- 
ned and plotted in the courts of 
Europe. 


America about 600 years later 


has reluctantly set up a peace- 
time intelligence agency, partly 
for a similar reason—for guidance 
in playing successfully its new 
role as a leader in world affairs. 


Opium Pipes for 
Souveniers, Taboo 


Bangkok — (AP) — An Ameri- 


can visitor who purchased two sil- 
ver-mounted opium pipes as curios 
was fined 40 baht ($2) the other 
day and the pipes, costing 2,000 
baht ($100), were confiscated. 


The tourist was charged — to 


his surprise — with possession of 
opium pipes without a license. 


Racoons Nuisance 
In Some U. S. Parts 


Washington — (AP) — The 


whims of civilization are often 
echoed in nature. 


Racoon is out of favor for fur 


coats. So trappers don't catch 
'coons any more. 
So there are 


more 'coons—so many that they're 
beginning to damage truck farms 
and corn fields in some sections. 
They're even causing trouble for 
the trappers themselves by fol- 
lowing trap lines and damaging 
pelts of other animals, muskrats 
mostly. 


So the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 


Service is sending 'coon pelts to 
factories and laboratories 
in a 


search for other uses that will cut 
down on the little masked animals 
again.

Monty Montgomery, British 
Soldier in Beret, 


By HAL BOYLE 


New York—(AP)—The man in 


the black beret is coming to Amer- 
ica. 


It's the most famous beret in 


the world, and the man who wears 
it so jauntily is one of the world's 
most 
renowned 
warriors—Field 


Marshal Viscount Montgomery. 


He arrives Monday on the Queen 


Elizabeth to talk to American Mil- 
itary leaders on defense measures 
for fortress Europe. For at 62 that 
is Monty's job as supreme com- 
mander of the Western European 
alliance—to erect a d e"f e n s e 
against Russia. 


What's he like, this "hero of El 


Alamein?" 


Well, he's the most controver- 


sial soldier alive. 


There's the legendary Monty, a 


grinning, reckless apostle of the 
principle of attack. And there's 
the Monty of fact, a cautious care- 
ful planner reluctant to take the 
offensive unless victory be prac- 
tically guaranteed in advance. 


Deeply Keligious 


A bishop's son and deeply relig- 


ious, Montgomery is widely dis- 
liked m his own nation's old guard 
military circles for his 
cocky 


swagger and brash self-confidence. 
These same qualities endeared him 
to the British public 


The slender, fastidious little sol- 


dier won his spurs as a captain in 
the first world war during which 
he was twice wounded and six 
times cited for gallantry. 


In the second world war he learn- 


ed the poison of defeat PS a major 
general in the retreat from Dun- 
kerque,. and the loss of victory at 
El Alamein. 


He got his chance m the Libyan 


desert by accident. A plane carry- 
ing another British officer to take 
over command of the Eighth army 
was shot down by the Germans. 
Montgomery, a comparatively un- 
known lieutenant general, then 
was sent over. 


Stopped Heinies 


His "desert rats" stopped • the 


German 
attack, 
then 
defeated 


Rommel at El Alamein. Overnight 
little Monty became the empire's 
greatest 
hero. 
Methodically he 


chased the Nazi Afrika corps 1,- 
400 miles to a German version of 
Dunkerque on Cape Bonn in Tun- 
isia. 


Montgomery also led his Eighth 


army in the Sicilian campaign and 
in Italy. 


Supremely 
sure 
of 
himself, 


Monty shrugs off criticism easily. 
And he can afford to. He never lost 
a campaign after Dunkerque. 


"I am not a bit anxious about 


my battles," he said once. "If I'm 
anxious I don't fight fthem. I wait 
until I am ready and then there is 
no doubt." 


Monty is reported to have told 


Churchill once that he was 100 per- 
cent fit because he'neither smoked 
nor drank. The pudgy prime mini- 
ster's reply: 


"I smoke, I drink, and I'm 200 


percent fit!"

Worried Abut an 
A-Bomb Attack 


Washington, Nov. 23—(AP) — 


What are the chances of a surprise 
atomic bomb attack upon the Uni- 
ted States? 


If this is worrying you, then 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
ID- 


Colo.) has some comforting "per- 
sonal opinions." 


"I think the odds are about one 


million to one against any enemy 
dropping one atomic bomb on any 
part of the United States," John- 
son told a reporter. "Of course I 
refer to the foreseeable future— 
say the next 20 years." 


Johnson is in a position to give 


an estimate. He is a member of 
the senate-house atomic energy 
committee and this group prob- 


ably knows more atomic secrets 
than any other, except the Atomic 
Energy Commission and its scien- 
tists. 


Johnson s own views of possible 


danger 
from attack 
apparently 


differ widely from other congres- 
sional atomic committecmen. 


Senator 
McMahon 
(D-Conn), 


chairman of the joint committee, 
already has announced that hear- 
ings on possible civilian defense 
against the dread weapon will be 
conducted early next year. 


Senator Tydmgs 
(D-Md.), 
a 


member of the atomic group and 
chairman of the senate armed 
services committee, said such ci- 
vilian defense should be one of the 
first matters of business when 
congress meets in January. 


Other lawmakers have stressed 


this angle since President Truman 
disclosed that Soviet Russia had 
staged an atomic explosion.

Czechs Use Tricks 
Employed by Nazis 


Prague — (AP)— Tricks they 


used to foil the Nazis are now be- 
ing resurrected by some Czechs 
to beat the Communists. During 
the height of the arrest roundups 
staged by the Communist-controll- 
ed police this month, it was sur- 
prising to learn how packed the 
hospitals and clinics were. They 
couldn't ship a sick man off to the 
labor camps or uranium mines, 
could they? 


Those hiding out in this way 


were mostly business men and oth- 
er propertied elements, the main 
targets of the roundups. And, as in 
the days when they feared the 
Nazi Gestapo, many men wore 
winter underwear out of season. 
Some went to bed fully clothed. 
One man explained: 


"If they grab you during the 


night the police don't give you 
time to put on or pack heavy clo- 
thing. And it takes a long time be- 
fore you get a package from home 
in the work camps." Such pack- 
ages were made up by numerous 
Prague people to send to arrested 
relatives. If a request came for 
"high 
boots and a water-proof 


coat" it usually was the tip-off 
that the arrested person was in 
the Soviet-operated uranium mines 
near Jachymov.

Start Drive to 
Kill Weed That 
Poisons Sheep 


Moscow, 
Idaho—TAP)—Sheep- 


growers in the west are cooperat- 
ing with plant experts to fight 
an innocent-looking weed known as 
the haiogeton. It looks like Rus- 
sian thistle but contains enough 
oxalic acid to kill a sheep that 
eats a pound and a half of the 
weed. 


Thousands of sheep have been 


lost since the haiogeton first ap- 
peared in Idaho two years ago. 
Nevada has had a similar loss. It 
is spreading, and is hard to con- 
trol because it takes hold readily 
on poor land that is worth less 
than the cost of killing the weed 
off. From such bases it spreads to 
better land and crowds out useful 
plants.

i Suddenly Justice Jackson, who's 
been around a long time in Wash- 
ington where you hear a lot about 
ghost writers, teed off: 


"Ghost writing has debased the 


Intellectual currency in circulation 
here (Washington) and is a type 
of counterfeitting which invites no 
defense." 
: 
Plenty of Defense 


Ni> defense? 
Busy 
President 


Truman probably would be among 
the first to defend it. So would 
President Roosevelt, if he were 
alive. 
It was just coincidence, but 


while Justice Jackson was deliv- 
ering his opinion cf ghost-writing, 
another 
Washington story was 


breaking: 


Clark Clifford, one of Mr. Tru- 


man's most trusted White House 
aides, was leaving to go into pri- 
vate business to make more money 


Clifford has been serving as Mr. 


Truman's legal counsel, and also 
as a ghost writer. 
In fact, as 


ghost writer for Mr. Truman, Clif- 
ford had succeeded Judge Samuel 
Rosenman and some others who 
had done ghost writing for Mr. 
Roosevelt. 


The story* of presidential ghost 


writing under Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Truman goes like this: 


When they had to make a speech 


—say on labor—the government 
agency most expert on the subject 
(in this case the labor depart- 
ment) would dig up the necessary 
facts and background. 


This would go into the ghost- 


writing mill at the White House 
where a number of aides would 
take a whack at putting the speech 
together. 
• When all the pieces were fitted 
together—with maybe a last going 
ever by Rosenman or Clifford—or 
maybe the whole job by them—the 
finished product went to the presi- 
dent. 
Then—the 
president, 
whether 


Mr. Truman or .Mr. Roosevelt, 
would go over what the ghosts had 
written, make what changes he 
thought necessary, put in some 
touches of his own, or maybe even 
re-write the whole thing. 


They're the Ghosts 


But, anyway, the spadework on 


the speech was usually done by 
the ghosts whose names were 
never mentioned. 


Come to think of it, it would 


seem odd if Mr. Truman got up to 
make a speech and, to avoid the 
"counterfeiting" l a b e l put on 
ghostly work by Justice Jackson, 
made his speech this way: 


"My 
fellow Americans: 
The 


speech I'm about to deliver has 
been put together by Joe Jones, a 
file clerk in the labor department, 
Charley Ross, my secretary; Char- 
ley Murphy, one of my aides; Clark 
Clifford ,one.of my aides, and Mrs. 
Truman, 
who 
suggested 
some 


changes when I read the speech to 
her last night. 


"Paragraphs 2, 7, 10, 22 and 37 


were put together entirely by 
Jones. 
Ross and Murphy are re- 


sponsible for paragraphs 11 to 21, 
Clifford re-wrote Ross and Murphy 
in 14 other paragraphs, and I re- 
wrote Clifford in 20 others. 10 of 
which were at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Truman." 


Other government officials have 


ghosts, or'at least ghostly help. So 
do many businessmen. If you asked 
them why they didn't do the whole 
job themselves, they'd probably 
say: 


"I can't possibly make all the 


speeches I'm called upon to make 
and write them all myself and still 
get my other work done. So long 
as the speech represents what I 
think, it's honest to do it with the 
help of a ghost." 


Some Can't Write 


Of course, some times it might 


be the truth if the government of- 
ficial or the businessman said he 
can't write a speech to save his 
neck and needs the help of a ghost. 


To the problem raised by Justice 


Jackson, when he says, 
"Ghost 


writing has debased the intellect- 
ual currency in circulation here," 
there's one solution. 


Cut down the amount of intel- 


lectual currency in circulation by 
having fewer speeches. Then may- 
be the currency would be worth 
more.

Communist government is combat- 
ting shortages of manpower and 
machinery in its coal mining indus- 
try as a serious threat to the na- 
tion's five-year plan.

vacations to miners at Bohemian 
spas, which a coal digger could 
never afford on his wages.

Wavell Assails

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Prohibition Gives 
Rise to "Stills" 
In Indian Province 


Madras. India — (AP) — Pro- 


hibition offences are increasing in 
Madras, India's most completely 
dry province. In July, there were 
5.581 offences in all 25 districts of 
the province. Nearly half of these 
were cases of illicit distilling of 
spirits. The French-Indian settle- 
ments adjoining the Madras prov- 
ince are "convenient bases" for 
liquor smuggling:, government re- 
ports said. Bottles of liquor are 
being brought into Indian territory 
concealed in tea chests. 


The government blamed public 


apathy for the increase in prohibi- 
tion offences. 
It said that when 


prohibition police raided a "suspi- 
cious" village in Kurnoon district, 
they were received with a barrage 
of stones. Even the village prohibi- 
tion committee failed to cooperate 
in the detection of offences. 


A member of the provincial 


legislature, the Yuvaraja of Pitha- 
puram, has given notice of resolu- 
tion advising the government to 
drop prohibition in the province 
which, he says is unsuccessful, and 
results in the loss of a third of the 
provincial revenue.

Mother Nature 
Outdistances 
B-36 Bomber 


Washington —(AP)— Mother 


Nature has taken no part in the 
B-36 
controversy, but she could 


say a thing or two about it if 
she wished. The Air Force people 
boast of the B-36's range - a little 
more than 10,000 miles. But Mo- 
ther Nature for thousands of 
years has had a little half-pound 
flying machine, the Arctic Tern, 
which 
makes 
two 
11,000-mile 


flights a year—not non-stop, but 
even so that's some flying. The 
bird summers in the Arctic and 
winters in the Antarctic. 


Its seasonal migration, which is 


going on right now, is the longest 
of any bird. Arctic terns from 
Alaska and other western parts of 
North America fly directly south. 
But those who summer in Eastern 
North America make a mysterious 
side-trip to Europe and Africa be- 
fore heading for the South Pole. 
You practically never find an Arc- 
tic tern on the Atlantic coast of 
North America south of northern 
Massachusetts. 


Hail From Europe 


One theory about this side-trip 


is that the Arctic terns' ances- 
tors came from Europe. So before 
they take up their winter resi- 
dence in the Antarctic they make 
a sentimental journey home. They 
fly east across the Atlantic to- 
wards Scotland or France, then 
sail south along the western coast 
of Europe and Africa. 


People have known practically 


nothing about the trail of the tern 
until the past 20 years or so. It 
was known that they turned up 
seasonally in the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic, but the course they took 
was not understood until the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service began 
banding- the birds, in cooperation 
to the birds, and a record is kept of 
with similar foreign agencies. 


Numbered anklets are fastened 


where the banding took place. 
About 7,846 Arctic terns have been 
banded. And 10 or 12 of them have 
been recovered at long distances, 
in Europe or Africa. One of the 
birds which had been banded in 
1929 
was recovered in 194.6. 


Not 'Non-Stop' 


Arctic terns don't fly non-stop. 


They arc water fowl, so they can 
snooze or feed on the ocean. From 
the record of one banding-, it vva 
learned that a tern took three 
months to fly from Labrador to 
Southeast Africa. 


They are relatively slow, cruise 


at about 30 to 35 miles per hour. 
They seem to fly rather low. Sail- 
ors report seeing them in Hocks 
at an altitude of about 100 feet. 


They are the size of a small gull, 


with long wing-s and a long, forked 
tail. They are pure white under- 
neath and pear gray on top. Their 
feet and bills are red, and the top 
of their head is black - looks like 
a derby hat. 


Great Lovers 


They are great lovers. When the 


male is courting, he brings food to 
the female, presenting it to her 
with a playful little ceremony. 
While she is brooding on the eggs, 
he continues to feed her - and 
keeps up the same little courtship 
ceremony. 


Arctic terns lay their eggs near 


the North Pole, on small sandy 
islands or in. the snow oa the i^e 
pack. 


Scientists can only guess at the 


reasons for their long migrations. 
It might be a matter of food sup- 
ply. Or daylight saving. Or a com- 
bination of both. At any rate, mov- 
ing from pole to pole, where they 
get almost 24 hours of daylight in 
mid-summer and mid-winter, they 
probably see more of the sun than 
any other creature.

Kubelka cleared himself with the 


U. S. immigration and army au- 
thorities by reporting to Ellis Is- 
land. A short time later he was 
released and on Dec. 18, 1945. was 
sworn hi as a private in the U. S. 
air force. A year later he was pro- 
moted to corporal, and received his 
U. S.- citizenship papers. At the 
Morrison air force base in Florida, 
he was promoted to sergeant. His 
application for pilot training was 
accepted.

The British gen- 
eral was moving his headquarters 
for the great show-down, and he 
personally was hopping from place 
to place so fast that the British 
press unit to which I was attached 
never could catch up with him.
